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‘Amazing’ rescue 
for OAP in fall 


AN ELY pensioner who fell 
down an embankment 
breaking her ankle while 
taking photographs in the 
Lake District was rescued - 
after being spotted by a 
couple from Mepal. 

Keen photographer Patricia 
Kreyer, 70, who now has 11 
pieces of metal in her foot, 
pinning it together, told the 
Weekly News “the gods had been 
with her” that day. 

Mrs Kreyer, headmistress at King’s 
Acremont Junior School in the 1980s, 
was touring the scenic Buttermere 
area before going to meet some friends 
in Keswick to celebrate her birthday. 

However, while alone taking 
photographs near Crummock Water, 
Mrs Kreyer fell eight feet down a 
slippery bank. 

She said: “I cannot really remember 
anything except wondering why my 
clothes were so muddy and why my 
right foot was sticking out at an 
unusual angle.” 

With no signal on her mobile phone 
and darkness starting to fall, Mrs 
Kreyer tried to crawl back up the slope 
to safety. 

But it was thanks to an eagle-eyed 
couple who were driving by the slope 
that Mrs Kreyer was found - after they 
spotted her fingertips reaching up to 
the top of the bank. 

And just when she thought her 
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rescue could not have been any more 
miraculous - it turned out the life¬ 
saving couple came from Mepal. 

Mrs Kreyer described the rescue as 
“amazing”. She said: “I don’t have any 
strong religious beliefs and I am pretty 
much right down the middle but there 
have been various occasions in my life 
when the gods have been with me. 

“This fall is certainly one of those 
and when I found out the couple lived 
just miles from my home, it really did 
top it all off. 

“It turned out they were driving 
from Mepal to Inverness for the 
weekend and just happened, by 
chance, to decide to spend an extra 
day travelling by coming via the Lake 
District. 

“The fall itself, the way I was rescued 
and everything about it really is 
amazing and I am so, so grateful to be 
able to tell the tale. 

“But I never really felt scared or 
worried. Somehow, I just seemed to 
know that I was going to be saved and 
that I was going to be OK.” 

Mrs Kreyer was treated at 
Cumberland Infirmary in Carlisle for 
six days after the incident on 
November 5 before being driven 
home. 

After weeks of being in plaster and 
walking on crutches, she is now 
gradually getting back to normal but 
has been warned it could take a whole 
year for her ankle to heal. 
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Hopes of 
better deal 
for bus 
passengers 

HOPES of a better deal for Ely bus 
passengers have been raised by 
the prospect of a review by the 
Competition Commission. 

The Office of Fair Trading has 
referred the provision of bus 
services to the watchdog, saying 
higher fares are prevalent in areas 
where operators with a strong 
market position are not 
challenged. 

Transport bosses in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire believe the review 
could deliver a better deal for 
passengers. 

Cllr Mac McGuire, county 
highways chief, said: “Let’s hope 
this referral leads to some positive 
improvements in bus services. We 
will follow developments closely.” 

Across the county, Stagecoach 
runs almost 90 per cent of all 
commercial services. 

The Office of Fair Trading has 
estimated fares where only one of 
the large national groups offers 
services are 9 per cent higher than 
more competitive regions. 

Ely North and East county 
councillor Nigel Bell, said: “The 
deregulation of bus services has 
naturally led to private companies 
concentrating on profitable routes 
and services. 

“This, combined with the 
council’s cuts in the budget for 
subsidised services, has led to a 
general downgrading of services 
particularly in rural areas. 

“It is to be hoped the Com¬ 
petition Commission will restore 
to councils greater powers to 
regulate, co-ordinate and improve 
bus services in their areas.” 

Chair of Cambridge’s Transport 
Committee, Kevin Wilkins said: “It 
is to be hoped that the 
Competition Commission will 
recommend measures that will 
result in a better deal for bus- 
users. 

“Cross-company ticketing 
would be a start.” 

But Stagecoach Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s managing director 
Andy Campbell said he believed 
the debate was a national issue.

Store link must be up 
Forehill, say traders 


SHOPKEEPERS in one of 
Ely’s quirkiest streets are 
demanding action over

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the high street chain has 
submitted plans to build a new 
supermarket in Lisle Lane. 

The new store, proposed for 
the vacant Ely Chemical Com¬ 
pany site, would create more 
than 300 jobs for people in the 
local area, as well as more 
choice for shoppers and com¬ 
petition for other businesses, 
Sainsbury bosses say. 

The multi-million pound 
scheme includes a new 
customer restaurant, a 470- 
space car park to serve the city 
centre and supermarket shop¬ 
pers, new cycle bays, a shuttle 
bus service to and from Ely’s

city centre and improved 
pedestrian links. 

But it is one of the proposed 
pedestrian links that is causing 
a stir with shopkeepers on Ely’s 
Forehill. 

Instead of directing ped¬ 
estrians into the city centre via 
The Vineyards, which is mainly 
residential, traders say people 
should be guided up Forehill 
where all the amenities are. 

But the plans are focusing on 
The Vineyards as the main 
pedestrian link from the 
supermarket into the city 
centre. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chair¬ 
man of the Ely Traders’ 
Association and who runs 


Griffin’s Country Store in Three 
Cups Walk, located just off 
Forehill, said: “It just does not 
make sense. 

“Why would they want to 
encourage people through a 
quiet area where people live 
instead of where all the 
amenities are? 

“Forehill is a quirky area full 
of shops, cafes, restaurants and 
other goodies on offer yet we 
are being ignored. 

“Surely it would be better for 
both us shopkeepers, who are 
fighting through the credit 
crunch, and the residents of 
The Vineyards for the main 
pedestrian link to be via 
Forehill.” 

Every single business owner 
on Forehill has now signed a 
petition calling for the route to 
be changed before the plans 
are discussed by East Cam¬ 


bridgeshire District Council 
next month. 

A member of staff from 
popular cafe Daybreaks said: 
“Everyone is saying the same 
thing and that is that the main 
pedestrian route should be up 
Forehill and not The Vineyards. 

“Forehill is where everything 
is so it makes sense for people 
to be guided up the hill rather 
than through a residential area 
where there is nothing really to 
see.” 

An employee at Johnson’s 
cleaning services added: “We 
hope the petition will get the 
message across as it really is 
what the majority of people 
think, hence the amount of 
signatures on it. 

“People should be en¬ 
couraged up Forehill when 
they have done their groceries 
at the supermarket, if it is 


passed, not through The 
Vineyards.” 

But the supermarket giant 
insists a pedestrian link 
through The Vineyards is 
necessary. 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s 
said: “Having talked to traders 
on Forehill we have agreed to 
provide them with signage so 
that customers know what 
amenities are there. 

“But there is still going to be 
a link via The Vineyards. 

“We feel enhancing their 
signage will have a positive 
outcome for shopkeepers on 
Forehill and at the end of the 
day, people will walk along 
which ever route they wish.”

Bitterns spotted 
at Roswell Pits

‘BOOMING’ bitterns have been 
captured on camera by bird 
watchers at Ely’s Roswell Pits. 

Up until now, evidence of bitterns at 
the beauty spot has been provided by 
experts from the RSPB. 

in 2007, specialist surveyors respon¬ 
sible for monitoring bittern populations 
across the UK said they had recorded 
bitterns, which are one of our most 
secretive birds, at both Roswell and Ely 
Beet pits for five years running. 

But local residents and the pits’ owner, 
Jeremy Tyrrell, quashed the claims and 
accused the RSPB of over-exaggerating. 

But during the cold snap, with the lakes 
freezing over, the perfectly camouflaged 
birds have been forced to emerge from 
the reed beds to feed. 

A number of people have been able to 
take photographs, including local bird 
watcher Chris Hughes, who said he has 
seen a pair there over the last few weeks. 

Mr Hughes said: “These pictures show 
that bitterns do use the main pit of 
Roswell, as well as the other pits there. 

“They are such illusive birds that they 
are hard to photograph but the icy 
conditions meant they have been forced 
to come out of the reed beds.” 

The photographs come just weeks after 
it was announced Mr Tyrrell’s legal battle

over the pits has been put on hold. 

As reported in the Weekly News, he is 
challenging the pits’ designation as a Site 
of Special Scientific Interest (SSSI) in the 
High Court. 

The pits were designated an SSSI last 
year because of their geological 
importance as a site of reptile fossils and 
as a breeding habitat for rarer birds, 
including the bittern. 

The SSSI means the land is protected 
from development and disturbance but 
Mr Tyrrell hoped to have the designation 
quashed by challenging the decision at 
London’s High Court. 

But the matter has now been put on 


hold and is being considered by the 
Supreme Court. 

Andrew Balmford, chair of the Local 
Campaigners for the Protection of Rural 
Ely, which has fought plans for a marina 
on the site, said: “These photographs 
prove how important Roswell Pits are, 
particularly to the bittern. We will be 
using these as evidence to support our 
objections to any work or developments 
being carried out at the pits.” 

East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
also currently in the middle of another 
legal argument with Mr Tyrrell after he 
allegedly failed to remove unauthorised 
building work from the pits. He has been 
served with a court summons for defying 
an enforcement notice issued last year 
and could be fined up to £20,000 for 
failing to remove cabling, concrete slabs 
and hardcore from the site. 

Mr Tyrrell has also submitted plans to 
the council for new disabled fishing 
facilities to be built at the pits, on which a 
decision will be made in the next few 
months. 

Mr Tyrrell said: “A bittern could visit 
the site at any one time and none of our 
own bird surveys, carried out over a 
number of seasons, have shown a bittern 
to be present. Our proposals for the pits 
were to include a refuge capable of 
supporting bittern and other rare species 
of birds but they were campaigned 
against by groups such as LCPRE for 
reasons we do not know.”

Leisure bosses were 
forced to close the pool due 
to problems with the boil¬ 
ers. 

And the new parts 
needed to get them back up 
and running have still not 
arrived. 

Rebecca Douglas, a 
spokeswoman for Leisure 
Connection, which runs the 
pool, said: “Due to the 
Christmas holidays and age 
of the equipment, unavoid¬ 
able delays have occurred 
when sourcing necessary 
parts. 

“Engineers have been on 
site and we are working 
hard to rectify the issue as 
quickly as possible.” 

But the closure has 
angered families. 
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Francesca Wilson, 36, 
from Wilburton, said: “I take 
my children there regularly 
as they love swimming, but 
when we went one day in 
the holidays the pool was 
closed and I was told it was 
due to boiler problems.” 

Another customer, 
Rachel Mews, from Little- 
port, said: “All my children’s 
swimming lessons have 
been cancelled in the last 
fortnight because of this. 

“I just think the fact the 
boiler has been allowed to 
break down is ridiculous. 

“Surely it is checked reg¬ 
ularly to try to prevent 
problems like this from 
happening? 

“It’s such a shame that 
families, like us, have been 
unable to use the region’s 
only swimming pool when 
the children have been off.”

Search for for car raiders 


THIEVES have been targeting vehicles 
parked overnight in Ely. 

And now police would like to talk to 
two men in connection with the spate 
of car thefts. 

CCTV images of the men have been 
released to aid the inquiry. 

It comes after police were called to 
Strikes Bowling in Angel Drove, Ely, last 
Thursday. 

Officers were called at 9pm after 
people heard smashing noises in the car 
park. 

When they arrived, six vehicles had 
been broken into. 

A white Volvo containing two men 
was seen to leave the car park. 

Officers followed the Volvo and the 
driver refused to stop. 

The vehicle made off and officers 


spotted items being discarded from the 
car as it travelled. 

Officers in neighbouring counties 
also searched for the vehicle but no 
arrests were made. 

The previous night, six staff vehicles 
were targeted by thieves who entered 
the Morrisons car park in Broad Street, 
Great Cambourne. 

Stereos, CDs, sat navs and computer 
games and clothing were stolen from 
the cars. 

Other vehicles were damaged. 

A witness reported seeing a dirty 
white Volvo at the scene, which made 
off at speed. 

Officers carried out an area search 
but did not trace the vehicle. 

It is also believed the offenders 
entered other nearby premises on an 


industrial estate. 

Detective Inspector Andy Gipp said: 
“Officers will be carrying out forensic 
examinations of the vehicles and all 
evidential leads will be followed. 

“A white Volvo, which links each of 
these crimes, was later found burned 
out in Mildenhall where another vehicle 
was stolen and found near to the A1 at 
Sandy in Bedfordshire. 

“The Volvo has been recovered back 
to Cambridgeshire for examinations. 

“These offenders appear to be 
targeting car parks late at night, or early 
in die morning.”

Parties running 
Into early hours 
spark concern 


LATE night parties and 
club nights are turning 
an Ely venue into a 
“rave-like nightclub”, 
according to residents. 

The Weekly News has 
been bombarded with 
complaints from Waterside 
and Ship Lane residents 
about private parties at the 
Makings. 

Families say their lives are 
being made a misery by 
drunken revellers spilling 
out of the former Victorian 
brewery’s doors in the early 
hours. 

Some have woken to find 
glass bottles being hurled 
into their gardens and louts 
have been caught urinating 
in flower beds. 

Mother-of-three fennifer 
White, of Ship Lane, said: 
“We have been here for 
around three years and The 
Makings has always been a 
beautiful, cultural place to 
live near. 

“But there have been so 
many late night events 
recendy that things are now 
becoming unpleasant. The 
amount of noise created 
when these drunken people 
have finished there is a 
nightmare and the kids are 
always waking up at around 
2am. 

“Something definitely 
needs to be done as it is not 
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fair and I fear it could get 
worse.” 

Fred Gittins, 67, of 
Quayside, said: “Over the 
festive season we have been 
constantly woken up by 
drunks. 

“I found at least half a 
dozen bottles smashed in 
my garden one morning 
and we have never had 
these problems before. 

“The Makings seems to 
be changing and by holding 
these parties that roll into 
the early hours it certainly is 
not in the right direction. If 
they are not careful it could 
end up being a rave-like 
nightclub and that would 
not be good for Ely. 

“If so, I wouldn’t want to 
live here any more either.” 

Another Ship Lane resi¬ 
dent, who did not want to 
be named, added: “The late 
night events need to stop. 

“When the people come 
out it is making residents’ 
lives a misery as we have to 
put up with their drunken 
behaviour. 

“Waterside and Ship Lane 
is not meant to be like this 
and that is why people are 
up in arms.” 

Most of the complaints 
followed parties on 


Christmas Eve and New 
Year’s Eve, which attracted 
hundreds of revellers. Both 
events finished at 2am. 

Bosses at The Makings 
have said there are more 
late night events booked 
throughout 2010. 

Shaun Loftus, manager, 
said: “We have not had one 
complaint about noise or 
disturbances and neither 
has the council. 

“People who are con¬ 
cerned should come and 
speak to us but I can assure 
everyone that The Makings 
is not turning into some sort 
of nightclub and we are not 
seeking to change any of 
our licensing rules. 

“We are operating under 
the same licence which has 
been in place for around 30 
years.” 

He said the Makings put 
on many different types of 
event, but the fact that the 
late night events get fully 
sold out showed a demand 
for them. 

“We do encourage our 
revellers to leave the 
building with respect for 
our neighbours and we do 
not encourage them to get 
drunk. 

“We want to exist with 
our neighbours in harmony 
but there will always be 
some who will find fault 
with anything.”

Plan must be 
what we want 

Sir, How well the headline “Small 
is beautiful for our fine city” sums 
up Frank Lindsell’s letter in last 
week’s Ely Weekly News. 

He describes the essential 
character and geographical 
constraints of Ely precisely, and 
makes many positive suggestions. 
But in the next few weeks our 
district council is set to push 
through the findings of their 
“Growth Delivery” sub¬ 
committee (surely an arrogantly 
named group set up to consider 
the future of Ely, which should at 
least have examined the 
possibility that we have grown 
quite enough in recent years. At 
least Soham has had a “Vision” 
committee to look to its future). 
The idea that Ely must grow still 
more, by 3,000-5,000 homes in 10 
years, without the promise of 
significant improvements to our 
infrastructure with money from 
central or regional government, 
has not enthused people at all, so 
it is not surprising that the 
response to the seven-week 
consultation on the Draft Ely 
Masterplan last autumn attracted 
a pathetic response - under 300 
comments out of a local 
population of around 17,000. The 
council seemed rather pleased 
with this, and will no doubt say 
that, in face of what seems to be 
apathy, they are entitled to press 
on, regardless of the underlying 
disquiet and some open 
opposition, as from Mr Lindsell 
and others who have commented 
adversely in the press. 

So how should we act now? On 
page 65 of the Ely Draft 
Masterplan there is a quote from 
a presentation given to the 
Growth Delivery sub-committee 
by Inspire East, requiring them 
“To place final decision making in 
the hands of the public”. We were 
promised that the responses to 
the consultation would be 
considered and possibly 
incorporated into the Final Draft 
by URBED, the council’s chosen 
advisers on development. We 
should at least be told the 
contents of this before the full 
council votes on the plan for 
growth, which the Conservative 
majority are very likely to do. We 
can write to Fred Brown, the 
leader of the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council requiring him to 
publish URBED’s final decisions, 
and only when we have seen 
those, we should write to our own 
councillor to say how we would 
wish them to vote at the full 
council meeting on the Ely 
Masterplan,which will determine 
the way we live in our city for 
years to come. At present this is 
scheduled for February 23 at 
6.30pm, far too tight a time 
schedule. A full list of councillors, 
their addresses, telephone 
numbers and e-mail addresses, as 
well as dates of council meetings 
is in the small yellow booklet, 
dated June 2009, obtainable at the 
Council Office, The Grange, 
Nutholt Lane, Ely, (01353) 665555. 
There really is no rush for the 
council to take this momentous 
decision, given the present 
recession and the needs of our 
country and, certainly of our local 


council, to re-examine spending and 
investment. We need to insist that, at 
least at its end, this Masterplan 
delivers what we need to preserve 
the character of our fine, essentially 
small, city.

Restore area 
for parking 

Sir, The start of a new year is a good 
time to look back at a couple of recent 
happenings. 

First, there is the story of the 
supermarkets. As a letter to the paper 
pointed out, Lidl was refused 
planning permission to open a store 
on Angel Drove because it would 
increase traffic in that area and take 


business away from centre of town 
shops - just like Tesco. Presumably 
the council has changed its policy 
since Tesco was granted planning 
permission, and now the emphasis is 
on centre of town shops. So could Cllr 
Fred Brown explain how Tesco has 
opened facilities, such as a pharmacy 
and opticians, which take trade from 
centre of town businesses. And why 
have we read that a planning 
application from Sainsbury’s is being 
considered, when it too would be an 
out-of-centre store? This is shown by 
the large car park planned and the 
promise of a shuttle bus service into 
town. 

Then there is the question of parking 
places off the Ely-Soham road. The 
council decided that the lorry stop 
and the parking area across the 
bridge must close, because the first 
needed repair which the town could 
not afford, and the second, which was 
used by commuters, was dangerous. 

It seems that the councillors changed 
their minds on the lorry stop and it 
has been resurfaced, but the second 
has been blocked off at taxpayers’ 
expense, and a facility has been lost. 
Cllr John Richards said that 
commuters were packing the place, 
and that there was a safety issue with 
cars leaving. Towards the end of 2006 
Cllr Richards was informed that this 
useful parking area was sometimes 
filled with cars, possibly commuters’, 
so preventing leisure use. He 
commented that he had not seen 
many cars parked there, and added 
that he doubted that they were left by 
commuters as the walk from there to 
the station was unpleasant. It seems 
to have taken Cllr Richards over two 
years to realise that he was mistaken, 
a period during which nothing was 
done. Cllr Bill Hunt’s proposal that 
parking in the lay-by should be 
prohibited for a five-minute period 
each day would have solved the 
problem and left the area open for 
leisure users. No doubt one day the 
council (perhaps not the same 
councillors) will realise its mistake, 
and our money will again be used, 
this time to restore the area.

Go-ahead for 
school growth 


A GROWING primary 
school is set for yet 
another expansion. 

The Lantern Primary 
School, in Ely, is currently 
being doubled in size to 
cater for the region’s 
severe shortage of prim¬ 
ary school places. 

The project will enable 
the school, located on 
Nene Road, to cater for 
an extra 210 students by 
September this year. 

But Cambridgeshire 
County Council has now 
approved another expan¬ 
sion scheme at the site. 

In order to cater for the 
younger children in the 
region, an extra reception 
class is going to be built. 

The decision means 
that come September, the 
Lantern will have three 
reception classes, provid¬ 
ing for a total of 90 chil¬ 
dren aged four and five. 

Jan Cobley, the school’s 
headmistress, said: “This 
arrangement will mean 
that 4-year-olds in Ely 
will be able to go to a 
school in the city, rather 
than one in a nearby 
village. 

“The governors recog¬ 
nised that this was im-

portant for the children 
concerned as they start 
their education and 
begin to form friendships 
which will last for many 
years.” 

Children entering the 
Lantern in 2010 will be 
able to remain in that 
school until they transfer 
to secondary school aged 
11 . 

The decision is part of 
the county council’s bid 
to ensure there are 
sufficient primary school 
places available from 
2011 onwards to meet 
predicted demand. 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, MP Jim 
Paice is also pushing 
council chiefs to provide 
more primary school 
places in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Speaking at the time, 
he said: “It has become 
clear there are not 
enough primary school 
places in the eastern part 
of our area. 

“Many parents cannot 
get their child into the 


school of their choice, 
indeed sometimes not 
even into their local 
school. 

“Cambridgeshire has 
one of the fastest- 
growing populations in 
the country and it is 
imperative children can 
go to their school of 
choice.” 

Mr Paice said the areas 
worst-hit were Ely, 
Soham, Fordham, Isle- 
ham and Burwell. 

Cllr David Harty, the 
county council’s cabinet 
member for learning, 
said: “I am impressed 
with the way the head¬ 
teachers and governors of 
the Ely schools have 
worked together to come 
to this temporary sol¬ 
ution. I would like to 
thank them all for 
helping the county 
council resolve the 
continuing challenges 
that rising pupil numbers 
in Ely bring. A contin¬ 
uation of this positive 
approach means I am 
confident that we can 
find a solution to provid¬ 
ing the additional places 
that will also be needed 
in 2011.”

Soldier’s 
body 
brought 
back home 

THE girlfriend of a 
young soldier killed in 
Afghanistan was 
among friends who 
watched his coffin 
pass in procession 
through the village of 
Wootton Bassett after 
being returned to 
Britain on Monday. 

Private Robert Hay¬ 
es, 19, from Burwell, 
was the first soldier to 
die in the conflict this 
year. 

His cousin, Danielle 
Baldwin, called for 
troops to be pulled out 
as the young soldier’s 
body was flown in to 
RAF Lyneham, Wilt¬ 
shire, where there was 
a private ceremony 
with close family 
members. 

In nearby Wootton 
Bassett, an estimated 
80 friends and rela¬ 
tives, including his 
girlfriend Jemma Red- 
farn, were among the 
crowd lining the street 
together with mem¬ 
bers of Newmarket 
Rugby Club where he 
was a member. 

Private Hayes, a 
former student at 
Bottisham Village Coll¬ 
ege, had been in the 
Army for just a year 
when he was killed by 
an explosive device in 
Helmand Province on 
January 3. 

He was serving with 
the 1st Battalion the 
Royal Anglian regi¬ 
ment and had been in 
Afghanistan since 
October. 

Tributes were paid 
to him by senior 
officers and colleagues 
who spoke of his 
professionalism and 
enthusiasm. 

A family statement 
issued last week said 
they drew strength 
from the knowledge 
that Private Hayes was 
with comrades “doing 
the job he so dearly 
loved”.

Exclusions higher 
in regional schools

TWELVE pupils are sus¬ 
pended from schools in 
Cambridgeshire every 
school day, according to new 
figures. 

Statistics released by Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council show 
there was a total of 2,378 
temporary exclusions in the last 
academic year involving 1,439 
pupils. 

And the highest number of 
exclusions occurred in rural 
schools, with 141 at Witchford 
Village College and 198 at City of 
Ely Community College. 

Thomas Clarkson College in 
Wisbech had the highest number, 
with 269. 

Chesterton had the highest 
number of exclusions in Cam¬ 
bridge, with 96 involving 57 
pupils - despite seeing a 38 per 
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cent fall from 2007-08 when there 
were 157 exclusions. 

Netherhall was second with 92 
exclusions, Manor 63, Coleridge 
41 and Parkside 34 in 2008-09. 

However, temporary exclusions 
in Cambridgeshire fell overall by 7 
per cent last year compared with 
2007-08. 

Exclusions were also further 
down from 2006-7 - falling 18 per 
cent from 2,870 in 2006-07 to 
2,378 in 2008-09. 

The number of separate 
children suspended also fell by 
8.6 per cent last year - down from 
1,576 in 2007-8 to 1,439 in 2008- 
09. 

It was also down 18 per cent 


from two years ago when the 
figure was 1,756. 

Cllr David Harty, county 
council cabinet member for 
learning said: “I am encouraged 
that fixed-term exclusions in 
Cambridgeshire’s secondary 
schools are falling. 

“Schools are required to 
provide education for pupils 
excluded for more than five 
consecutive days. 

“This has led to alternative 
approaches, one of which has 
been the use of internal exclusion 
- time spent in school but away 
from their class. 

“Schools have also been 
working together to find ways of 
tackling and reducing challenging 
and difficult behaviour. 

“This all helps to reduce 
exclusion.”

CHIMNEY fires have 
tripled over the past 
six weeks as more 
and more Cam¬ 
bridgeshire residents 
rely on open fires to 
heat their homes 
during the cold snap. 

Now, Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service 
(CFRS) is urging people to 
ensure their chimneys are 
properly maintained to 
reduce the risk of fire. 

The warning follows a 
spate of fires in the Ely 
area. 

Last Wednesday, the 
occupants of a home in 
Chatteris Road, Mepal, 
had an open fire and smelt 
burning. 

They dialled 999 at 
around 7.10pm and one 
fire crew from Sutton and 
one turntable ladder from 
Cambridge attended the 
scene. 

A CFRS spokesman said 
although the occupants 
had swept the chimney 
regularly, the heat had 
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transferred to an adjacent 
chimney which had not 
been swept and caught 
fire. 

The ladder was used to 
access the roof and send 
water down the chimney. 

On the same night at 
around 9.30pm, one crew 
from Ely went to a similar 
incident at Hundred Foot 
Bank at Oxlode. 

The occupants of the 
property were sitting in 
the lounge with an open 
fire when they smelt 
burning. 

They found the attic was 
smoke-logged. 

Firefighters discovered a 
crack in the chimney from 
which burning embers 
were falling. 

Last Thursday, fire¬ 
fighters were called to a 
chimney fire in Station 
Road, Manea. 

The service was called 
shortly before 5pm after 
the owners of the house 


smelt burning. 

Wendy Coleman, 
community safety advisor 
for CFRS said: “If you have 
an open fire in your home, 
it is vital that your 
chimney is swept at least 
once a year to prevent a 
build-up of debris which 
could start a fire. 

“In addition to this, the 
brickwork on the chimney 
should also be inspected, 
particularly in the roof 
space to ensure there are 
no cracked or broken 
bricks which embers 
could escape through. 

“Burning wood can 
cause the residue to build 
up quicker in the chimney 
walls as it can contain sap 
and glue. 

“But whatever fuel you 
burn, it is important that 
the chimney is kept clean 
and you do not allow soot 
or ash to build up. 

“It is also vitally 
important that you have a 
working smoke alarm, so 
that if a fire occurs, you 
are alerted to it quickly.” 


Check out your gas engineer 


RESIDENTS are being warned about the 
dangers of using cowboy builders to carry 
out work on gas appliances. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
are backing the Gas Safe Register’s (GSR) 
campaign to educate people about the 
dangers. 

The Gas Safe Register replaced CORGI in 
2009 as a more coherent system for 
registering gas engineers. 

To carry out work on gas appliances in 
Great Britain, engineers must be on the 
GSR. 


The fire service is urging people to 
always check their engineer’s ID to make 
sure they are legally qualified to carry out 
the work you want them to do. 

When gas appliances go wrong, 
firefighters in Cambridgeshire often have 
to deal with the aftermath, which can lead 
to explosions, house fires and carbon 
monoxide leaks.

Look out for 
elderly - call 


A CAMPAIGNER for the 
rights of the elderly is 
urging members of the 
public to look out for 
their relatives and 
neighbours during the 
big freeze. 

Ed Mullenger, the foun¬ 
der of Ely-based campaign 
group Elder Protection, 
warned hypothermia is one 
of the biggest concerns in 
the cold snap. 

He said: “With the severe 
weather continuing to hit 
Cambridgeshire, people 
really do need to be 
thinking about their elderly 
relatives, friends and 
neighbours even more than 
usual. 

“Hypothermia is a con¬ 
dition of low body temp¬ 
erature and is a particularly 
dangerous condition for the 
elderly. 

“It is estimated that every 
time the temperature drops 
one degree C below the 
average, 8,000 excess deaths 
of elderly people will occur 
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during the winter months. 

“By law, the minimum 
workplace temperature is 
16C but around 55 per cent 
of elderly people have living 
rooms below this 
temperature. 

“Elderly people may also 
have arthritis, which 
restricts their mobility, and 
they will sit for long periods 
of time, often in a poorly 
heated room. 

“They may also suffer 
from poor circulation, 
making the situation worse, 
and a poor appetite may 
result in them not 
bothering to cook a hot 
meal for themselves. 

“People with an under 
active thyroid, or on certain 
medications, are also more 
prone to hypothermia. 

“We really need to be 
looking out for these people 
and helping them survive 
through the harsh weather 


conditions.” 

Ed has been fighting to 
protect the elderly across 
the country for years and 
recently took a petition to 
10 Downing Street, battling 
for more, and clearer, 
elderly rights. 

He added: “If you have 
elderly neighbours, keep an 
eye on their house in the 
cold weather. 

“Don’t forget to look out 
for signs that an elderly 
neighbour is not active. 

“These could include 
milk not taken in, a build up 
of post and papers in the 
letter box, curtains closed 
during the day or lights left 
on during the day, a dog 
barking, or the cat waiting 
to get in. 

“Your alertness could be 
what saves them from 
falling victim to the bitter 
temperatures.”

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MP takes up store’s 
fight to keep trading

CAMBRIDGESHIRE MP Malcolm 
Moss has joined the battle to save 
a popular store from being closed 
down. 

The MP, who represents North East 
Cambridgeshire, is taking action in a bid 
to keep furniture outlet The Home 
trading. 

Mr Moss has met the owners of the 
store, on the Saxon Business Park, in 
Littleport, to discuss the situation. 

He has also written to the chief 
executive of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) demanding 
answers about the issue. 

The company, which manufactures 
and sells a wide range of home furniture, 
only opened last July but now up to 10 
jobs are under threat. 

As reported in the Weekly News, ECDC 
chiefs claim the business owner, Steven 
Layn, has breached planning permission 
conditions. 

The district council says the site is 
being illegally used as a retail business 
and that it only has planning permission 
for general industry, not retail. 

As a result, an enforcement notice and 
stop notice were issued but Mr Layn has 
lodged an appeal. 

The bitter row between the business 


and the council also became more 
heated after Mr Layn released a 
document called ‘A Statement of East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’. 

The report stated that The Home is 
“out of scale with the role and function 
of Littleport and at odds with the 
hierarchy of centres in the district”. 

It adds: “Ely is clearly defined as the 
major town centre in the district”, and is 
identified as “the main focus for 
shopping development in East 
Cambridgeshire”. 

As a result, Mr Layn and his staff are 


accusing the authority of trying to close 
them down because their business is 
“too upmarket” for Littleport. 

They even set up their own website to 
try to keep their business open, 
www. leavethehomealone. co. uk 

Since the story last appeared in the 
Weekly News, more than 400 people 
have signed online and in-store petitions 
to save the outlet from being shut down. 

Mr Moss is pressing ECDC for answers 
about the action they are taking ahead of 
the appeal hearing. 

Mr Layn said he hoped the MP’s 


intervention would make ECDC “see 
sense”. 

He added: “I am delighted that a 
senior figure like Malcolm Moss has 
thrown his weight behind our campaign 
to save our business. 

“The questions Mr Moss is asking 
need to be answered as a matter of 
urgency. 

“The Home is a thriving business, 
providing long term jobs for local 
people and yet ECDC, which claims to 
be business friendly, would rather see us 
close down and move away rather than 
meet with us to discuss a resolution. 

“The council must surely see that it is 
completely out of step with the majority 
of public opinion.” 

David Archer, executive director of 
the council’s development services, 
confirmed the authority had received a 
letter from Mr Moss. 

However, Mr Archer said: “The Home 
does not have planning permission to 
be a retail store. 

“There are a number of important 
issues which a planning application for 
retail would have raised including road 
safety on a stretch of road with a history 
of accidents. 

“The matter is now in the hands of 
the planning inspector who will be 
looking at all the planning merits of the 
case before he makes his decision in 
April.”

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Supervision order for 
internet porn addict 


A PORN addict has admitted 
hoarding more than 200 sick 
images of children on his 
computer. 

“Isolated and lonely” Richard 
Green downloaded shots of 
youngsters aged between six and 14 
engaging in sexual activity with 
each other, and another of a boy 
performing a sex act on a man. 

But the unemployed 48-year-old 
walked out of Cambridge Crown 
Court with his liberty because most 
of the photos and videos were at the 
lowest level of seriousness. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
Green had confessed to police after 
they raided his home in Chatteris 
High Street on May 7 last year. 

She said: “He said he was 
addicted to pornography and that 
he visited a number of websites 
each day. This ranged from between 
half an hour a day to up to three 


hours a day. 

“He said that as a result he moved 
on to viewing images of children 
and a number of images had been 
saved on his computer.” 

On one computer, detectives 
found one image which was classed 
at level four, the second most 
serious category on the Copine 
scale used to measure the severity 
of child pornography. 

Four stills were at level three, one 
video was at level two, while six 
videos and 65 photos were at level 
one. 

A second computer contained 
125 images at level one, the least 
serious rating. 

Officers were tipped off about 
Green’s revolting fetish by the Child 
Exploitation and Online Protection 
Centre. 

Lawrence Bruce, mitigating, said 
Green knew it was wrong to look at 
the images but did not appreciate 


each one represented a specific 
incident of child abuse. 

Although Green did save photos, 
the ones found by police had 
automatically been downloaded 
into his “temporary internet files” 
folder. 

Green, who admitted two counts 
of possessing indecent images of 
children and another two of making 
indecent images, has now cancelled 
his internet connection and Mr 
Bruce said the shame he felt was a 
“significant punishment in itself”. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth said 
Green came across as a “somewhat 
isolated and lonely individual” who 
“knew perfectly well” he should not 
have been looking at the images. 

He imposed a three-year 
supervision order, including a 
requirement to follow a sex offender 
work programme. Green will also 
have to do 150 hours of unpaid 
work and pay £250 costs.

A RECORD number of motorists 
were stopped during Cambridge¬ 
shire Police’s Christmas drink-drive 
campaign.

Work starts on 
flooded shop 


REPAIR work to bring a 
prestigious clothing 
store in Ely back to its 
former glory has even¬ 
tually started. 

After six months of 
closure, workmen have 
finally moved into 
Nicholsons, on Forehill. 

The popular ladieswear 
store, which attracted thou¬ 
sands of customers every 
year, was forced to shut 
down last August after it 
flooded. 

The premises were 
swamped with water follow¬ 
ing a storm and at first, staff 
thought only a quick mop- 
up was needed. 

But as reported in the 
Weekly News, the flood, 
which was caused after a 
nearby drain burst, caused 
damage running into 
thousands of pounds. 

Dirty water gushed in 
through the door, ruining 
the IT system and most of 
the walls, as well as

staircases, woodwork and 
some of the stock. 

And as previously 
reported, months later in 
December the building was 
home to nothing but mould 
and stagnant water, with its 
owner fearing it was being 
“left to rot”. 

Claire Nicholson, 

company director, had 
hoped the business would 
re-open within six weeks. 

She and the building’s 
landlady, Elaine Griffin- 
Singh, blasted Anglian Water 
chiefs for their “inefficiency” 
in sorting the issue. 

Speaking at the time Mrs 
Griffin-Singh said: “It feels 
like my property is just being 
left to rot and the mould in 
there is really bad. 

“Everywhere is going to 
need re-plastering now and 
the longer this is left, the 
worse things will become.” 


But in a statement, 
Anglian Water said it could 
not act until full details of 
the claim form had been 
received from the third party 
insurers. 

Mrs Nicholson, who also 
owns a ladieswear shop in 
Holt, Norfolk, also told how 
she had lost a whole season’s 
worth of profits, adding 
things had been “stressful”. 

But the eagerly-awaited 
repair work has now started, 
with builders inside taking 
the old plaster down. 

Mrs Nicholson said: “Work 
has now started thankfully 
although there are still a lot 
of things to sort out. 

“I have not been given an 
opening date or anything yet 
but at least things are 
moving in the right 
direction.”

Make design changes 
now to save time later 


T he start of the year is 
often the time when 
many gardeners plan 
what to grow in their 
vegetable and flower borders 
and look into changing their 
garden's design. 

For many, changes in design are 
often made to accommodate the lack 
of time available to tend their garden. 
This can mean losing areas of lawn 
which are high maintenance and 
fiddly to mow, replacing perennial 
borders with evergreens to add 
interest all year round, and 
introducing large all-year plants to 
containers rather than annuals which 
have to be changed from season to 
season. 

There are some who fear that a 
low-maintenance garden will 
become dull and colourless or simply 
a haven to paving slabs and concrete, 
but it doesn’t have to be that way. 

Cottage gardens are probably out 
for the time-strapped gardener as 
they are generally teeming with 
plants which need some care, 
including annuals, perennials and 
roses and although they may look 
natural, they need an awful lot of 
cutting back and dead-heading. 
Likewise, traditional formal

gardens with the neatest of flower 
borders, bowling green lawns and 
carefully-clipped hedges require a lot 
of maintenance and time. 

You can, however, create a visually 
pleasing space which won’t take huge 
amounts of time to tend if you plan 
carefully. 

Small, enclosed spaces are perfect 
for paving, which could be 
surrounded by raised beds, narrow 
borders and pots, so you can still 
experiment with planting but won’t 
be weeding and digging for hours on 
end. 

You might include different 
textures to your hard landscaping to 
create interest, such as ceramics or 
cobbles. Raised beds can also offer 
casual seating and changes in level to 
an otherwise-featureless space. 

Low-maintenance larger gardens 


can be separated into compartments 
which can be screened from each 
other to provide surprises and 
changes in mood. Many ornamental 
grasses, including Stipa tenuissima 
and sedges (Carex), can be dotted at 
ground level in gravel or slate to 
provide texture to otherwise boring 
areas. 

Large single specimen plants of 
architectural interest, such as 
Japanese maples or phormiums, 
stand out if placed against unclutter¬ 
ed backdrops and can provide a far 
more pleasing picture than a series of 
smaller pots containing a variety of 
different plants. 

To reduce maintenance, use fences 
with climbing plants rather than 
hedges which need trimming, paths 
of gravel or bricks instead of grass 
ones and self-watering hanging 
baskets instead of free-draining ones. 

Don’t make your flower borders too 
deep as you’ll end up becoming a 
slave to weeding and watering. Use 
reliable ground cover plants such as 
cranesbill geranium to take up any 
visible soil space and mulch your 
borders and areas of bare ground to 
suppress weeds. 

Paved or decked areas, which are 
easy to keep tidy and weed-free, 
provide the hard landscaping for you 


to tend your surrounding plants, 
which ideally should include a 
selection of low maintenance 
flowering shrubs and evergreens. 

Remember, though, that while 
some gardens can be low 
maintenance, no garden is ‘no 
maintenance’. Work out how much 
time you are going to have to look 
after your garden and then plan 
accordingly. Take time now to make 
design changes and you’ll save a heap 
of time later in the season. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
-Fatsiajaponica 

This shade-loving evergreen is as 
tough as old boots provided you don’t 
place it in full sun. It provides a 
tropical touch with its glossy hand¬ 
shaped leaves and branched creamy 
white flowerheads in autumn. Also 
known as the false castor oil plant, it 
has a strong architectural presence 
with its all-year large glossy leaves 
and can take up a large space, 
reaching 3m x 3m (10ft x 10ft) when 
fully grown. For white-edged leaves, 
go for Variegata. It will thrive in dry, 
shady places where others quickly 
wilt. It does, however, need shade or 
at least partial shade. No pruning is 
necessary, just snip out any dead 
leaves caught by the frost to give it a 
spring clean.

IT’S COMPLICATED (15,120 mins)

In her latest film, Meyers skips 
through the emotional minefield of 
post-divorce relationships as 
seen through the eyes of a 
mother, who embarks on a 
tempestuous affair - with her ex- 
husband. 

It’s Complicated is a misnomer - 
the simple, linear narrative follows 
the characters’ machinations to a 
logical conclusion-but the 
sparkling on-screen chemistry 
between the three leads adds 
polish to the familiar material. 

Jane Adler (Streep) runs a 
bakery/ restaurant in Santa 
Barbara, dazzling customers with 
flaky chocolate croissants and 
light, airy breads. 

Her grown-up kids - Lauren 


(Fitzgerald), Luke (Parrish) and 
Gabby (Kazan) - have all moved 
out, leaving Jane to her own 
devices with gal pals Diane 
(Wentworth), Joanne (Place), 
Sally (Dunn) and Trisha (Wilson). 
During a trip to New York to 
celebrate Luke’s graduation, Jane 
gets drunk at the hotel bar with 
attorney ex-husband Jake 
(Baldwin) and the pair end up in 
bed. 

Jane feels guilty as Jake is now 
married to a younger woman, 
Agness (Bell). But she continues 
the affair with Jake, only to 
develop feelings for divorced 
architect Adam (Martin), who she 


has hired to remodel her kitchen. 
“I don’t want to fall for someone 
who’s seeing someone else, I 
couldn’t take that,” he confides. 
It’s Complicated is a delightful 
two hours of laughter and self¬ 
reflection. 

Streep affirms her credentials as 
one of the best comic actresses 
working today. Baldwin is 
irresistible as the bullish alpha 
male determined to turn back 
time. 

Meanwhile, Martin delivers a 
tender and funny performance 
that leaves a lump in the throat 
when it looks likely he will have 
his heart broken again.

It’s a family affair for update 


AT last - the new Vauxhall Meriva 
family hatchback’s debut date 
has been set, and it should be on 
sale here by the summer. 

Troubles at VauxhalTs parent 
company, General Motors, have 
delayed the arrival of the eagerly- 
awaited Meriva, but it will be paraded 
before the public early in March at 
the Geneva Motor Show 

And shortly after that showcasing 
in Switzerland, it should arrive on 
these shores. It will mean another big 
boost for the Vauxhall profile, for the 
firm has only just launched its latest 
Astra, which is being built in Britain 
at the firm’s Ellesmere Port plant. 



Innovative: Access/egress simplified. 


The new Meriva has two big selling 
points - versatility and family¬ 
friendliness, and both centre on the 
hatchback’s two rear doors. 

Called FlexDoors, they are unique 
in this class because they swing open 
towards the back of the car, at an 
angle of of almost 90 degrees. 

This, says Vauxhall, vastly improves 
the ease with which occupants can 
enter and leave the cabin. 

Rather than having to step back, or 
to one side, as one would using a 
normal front-hinged door, the 
FlexDoors allow unimpeded forward 
access/egress to and from the cabin’s 
three rear seats. The Meriva is a tall, 
small car, too, so the high roof line 
proves a further advantage to this 
easier access. 

With both front and rear doors 
yawning open, they form a protective 
enclosed space for mums and dads to 
attend to little ones without having to 
walk around a rear door, and they 
help afford extra privacy in many 
other ways, such as for toddlers’ 
roadside toilet stops. 

Vauxhall describes this enclosure 
between front and rear doors as a 
parent-friendly zone, and, vitally, the 
FlexDoors can only be opened by 


occupants while the car is stationary 
- an automatic lock engages as soon 
as the car pulls away. 

The idea of rear-hinged back doors 
is not new, but the Meriva’s FlexDoor 
system is the first time it has been 
employed on a family-sized car in 
recent years. 

There are other innovations, too - 
the FlexRail is one, where the centre 
console and storage areas sit on a pair 
of rails, so they can be moved around 
to suit the owner’s needs. 

Consider this with a longer wheel¬ 
base and wider track, more comfor¬ 
table seats that have better rake and 
adjustment, with the rear ones fully 
removable, and it all makes the 
Meriva’s flexibility pretty full-on. 

Cabin materials will enjoy the same 
kind of quality experienced in the 
Insignia and Astra models. 

Vauxhall hasn’t yet revealed 
powerplant details, but will say that 
the Meriva’s engines will see a 
considerable cut in overall running 
costs, and that C02 emissions are 
down by about 15 per cent overall. 

An ecoFlex model will also join the 
line-up in Britain. 

More details will be released by 
Vauxhall closer to the Geneva show.

Great Wall Motor Company’s cars due to launch in UK 


IM Group, the Coleshill, West 
Midlands-based firm that imports 
Subaru, Isuzu, and Daihatsu vehicles 
into the UK, has now signed a deal to 
bring Chinese motors to Britain. IM 
will import the Great Wall Motor 
Company’s cars to Europe this year, 
and then into Britain in 2011. 

Great Wall is a privately owned 
Chinese firm, and all of its imports 
will meet strict EU standards, says 
IM. 

IM Group did not say which Great 
Wall models it will distribute. It said 
the Chinese car maker has designed 
and built models specifically to meet 
EU whole-vehicle approval 
standards. 

“This will ensure that Great Wall 
models deliver high standards of 
crash-worthiness, equal to those of 
modern European and Japanese 
vehicles,” the company said.

‘Roadtrain’ idea means 
cars drive themselves 


TESTS will start next year on 
cars that “drive themselves” 
in an initiative which could 
become a reality within 10 
years. 

Co-ordinated by a UK 
company, the EU project is called 
Sartre (Safe Road Trains for the 
Environment) and involves a 
“carpooling” roadtrain theory for 
use on motorways. 

The roadtrain would consist of 
six to eight vehicles whose 
occupants would be able to relax, 
read the paper or chat on mobile 
phones while travelling. 

This would be possible 
because their vehicles would be 
equipped with a navigation 
system and a transmitter/ 
receiver unit which 
communicates with a lead 
vehicle. 

This lead vehicle - possibly a 
taxi, a bus or a truck - will drive 
“normally” and 
effectively “do the 
motoring” for the 
rest of the 
roadtrain. 

Drivers 
approaching their 
destination will 
take over control of 
their own vehicle, 
leave the convoy by 
exiting off to the 
side and then 
continue on their 
own to their 
destination. The 
other vehicles in 
the road train close 
the gap and 
continue on their 
way until the 
convoy splits up. 

The road trains 
increase safety and 
reduce environ¬ 
mental impact 
thanks to lower fuel 
consumption 
compared with cars 
being driven 
individually. 

The reason is that 
the cars in the train 
are close to each 
other, exploiting the 
resultant lower air 
drag. 

The energy 
saving is expected 
to be in the region 
of 20 per cent. Road 
capacity will also be 


able to be utilised more 
efficiently. 

The Sartre project will be 
conducted for three years 
starting in 2011 on test tracks in 
the UK, Spain and Sweden and 
eventually on public roads in 
Spain. 

Co-ordinator Tom Robinson, of 
automotive engineering company 
Ricardo UK, which is based at 
Shoreham-by-Sea, Sussex, said: 
“The Sartre project brings together 
a unique mix of technologies, 
skills and expertise from European 
industry and academia.” 

He went on: “The aim is to 
encourage the development of 
safe and environmentally 
effective roadtrains. 

“By developing and imple¬ 
menting the technology at a 
vehicle level, Sartre aims to 
realise the potentially very 
significant safety and environ¬ 
mental benefits of road trains 


without the need to invest in 
changes to road infrastructure.” 

Erik Coelingh, technical 
director of active safety functions 
at Volvo Cars, said: “I do 
appreciate that many people feel 
this sounds like Utopia. However, 
this type of autonomous driving 
actually doesn’t require any 
hocus-pocus technology, and no 
investment in infrastructure. 

“Instead, the emphasis is on 
development and on adapting 
technology that is already in 
existence.

ABA’s new 
move is fine 
by Sawyer 


HADDENHAM ABC coach Mike Sawyer has 
welcomed moves to bring professional and 
amateur boxing closer together. 

The Amateur Boxing Association of England has 
decided to allow amateur clubs to open their 
doors for pros to train alongside them. 

It has also passed a rule allowing coaches 
to become dual registered, if they meet 
certain standards, where previously they were 
only officially able to train either amateurs or 
pro boxers. 

The boundaries have 
been blurred for some 
time, with talented 
amateurs regularly 
travelling to 



professional gyms to 
spar with paid 
punchers on an 
unofficial basis. 

But Sawyer, pictured, who 
has brought through the likes 
of unbeaten pro Pat McAleese and Olympic 
prospect Tyler Goodjohn since launching 
Haddenham eight years ago, believes the new 
regulations are a step in the right direction for 
the sport. 

And he admitted he would have considered the 
option to also coach professionals if he was 
younger. He said: “I’m getting to the end of my 
days, but it’s something I’d have looked into if 
there was the chance. 

“Up until now there was a rule that no 
professional boxer was even allowed in an 
amateur club’s changing room. 

“But it’s about time the hierarchy started 
thinking about the sport and the boys coming 
through rather than themselves.” 

Sawyer hopes the move could also lead to 
pro-am shows featuring a mixture of paid and 
unpaid bouts rather than separate promotions. 
He said: “I think it’s about time the ABAE 
allowed amateurs to box at the same events 
as professionals. 

“It would help the professionals out because 
most amateurs want to carry on into the pros 
and it wouldn’t cost them anything to put on 
the bouts.”
